Purpose of the amendment, 
offered by Councilman Rich- 
ard A. Hetlage, (Rep.), Fourth 
District, was to meet shortcom- 
ings in the code that came to 
light in a dispute between 
plumbers and pipefitters over 
which union had the right to 
install a drainage system at 
the new Plymouth plant under 


construction near Valley Park. | 


Review of License Loss. 


In addition to defining and 
clarifying plumbing, the amend- 
ment provides that any plumb- 
ing license revocation by the 
building commissioners is sub- 
ject to a circuit court review. 

Councilman Thomas C. 
Dunne (Dem.), First District, 
Said the amendment should be 
laid over for a week to permit 
members to study it, but Het- 
lage replied its contents had 
been discussed at an executive 
meeting of the council and the 
unions affected last Monday 
night. Dunne offered a sub- 
stitute amendment outlining 
the jurisdiction of pipefitters 
over industrial waste and proc- 
ess piping, which these union 
members now have, but his 
amendment was ruled out of 
order by Chairman Frank L. 
Martini. 

Under a suspension of the 
rules, the Hetlage amendment 
was passed 4 to 1, with Dunne 
dissenting and his two fellow 
Democrats, Maurice Abramson 
and James H. J. McNary, ab- 
staining. 

Other Council Actions. 

In other action, the council 
set yesterday as the deadline 
for accepting new contracts for 
tax collection service for mu- 
nicipalities. The action was 
taken at the suggestion of 
County Clerk Leo Sievers, who 
pointed out municipalities must 
certify their tax rate to his of- 
fice by next Tuesday. Addi- 
tional contracts accepted by 
the county would complicate 
his work, he said. 

The council yesterday accept- 
ed contracts from Ellisville, 
Moline Acres and Sunset Hills, 
bringing to six the number of 
municipalities that have con- 
tracted for their tax collection 
with the county. An exception 
was made for Clayton, which 
was given until next Wednes- 
day to decide whether to avail 
its@tf of the new service under 
a county ordinance passed last 
month.

The last man to leave the 
tanker Graham was engineer 
Melvin J. Worten of Cam- 
bridge, Md.

Fire was all 
around. There was only one 
place, off starboard, that wasn’t 
burning.

Many U.N. Diplomats Believe 


some Kind of Mideast Accord 
Is in Process of Negotiation 


Encouragement of Speculation That U.S. 
Is Coming to Terms With Arab Na- 
tionalism, New Attitude of Arab Dele- 


gates Point to Settlement.

UNITED NATIONS, Aug. 7. 


OME KIND OF A SETTLEMENT in the Middle East 
seemed to a good many diplomats here to be in the process 


S of being worked out today. 


Whatever the shape it was to 


take—and no one was quite sure yet—it seemed to have little 
to do with Security Council procedures or even a later meet- 


ing of the General Assembly. 

United States diplomats were 
not yet ready to say positively, 
even off the record, that Amer- 
ica was really coming to terms 
with Arab nationalism, but in- 
dividual correspondents were 
being encouraged to speculate 
along these lines for them- 
selves. A final evaluation of 
the meeting in Cairo between 
President Nasser of the United 
Arab Republic and United 
States Deputy Under Secretary 
of State Robert Murphy cer- 
tainly was a more important 
element in the shaping up of 
United States policy than any- 
thing that was happening in 
the United Nations. 

Among Arab delegates here, 
meanwhile, was a new attitude 
of friendliness toward the 
United States —and a distinct 
impression, subject to revision 
in the light of later events, 
that the Soviet Union had 
backed them about as far as 
the Russians intended to go 
for the moment. 

Red Propaganda Move. 

The Russian delegation to- 
day distributed copies of a long 
interview given by Khrushchev 
to a group of Indian editors in 
Moscow. Since the Soviets sel- 
dom distribute such statements 
pointlessly, it was noted with 
interest that Khrushchev had 
told the Indians that “the 


Baghdad Pact has not been left 
without Baghdad,” and “as for 
the British and the Americans, 
they will finally withdraw their 
trmops from Jordan and Leb- 
anon for the peoples of ‘these 
countries will not rest until 
they achieve their ends and the 
troops of the colonialists will 
leave with ignominy.” 

Whatever further propaganda 
moves the Russians might 
make, this seemed to indicate 
an air of quiet satisfaction for 
the moment among the Soviets 
over the turn of events in the 
Middle East. 

There was, meanwhile, much 
further consultation between 
delegates — also involving U. 
N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold — over the pos- 
sibility of providing some kind 
of inereased United Nations 
supervision over the precari- 
ous peace in the Middle East, 
once American and _ British 
troops are withdrawn. The 
problem of Lebanon was seen 
as less acute than that of 
Jordan. 

Even leading United Arab 
Republic diplomats were say- 
ing privately that Lebanon 
might well continue to have 
a “special status” in the Arab 
world, as a half-Christian state 
with some history of friendly 
relations with the West. 

Aims for Jordan Unclear. 

Aside from a fairly general 
agreement that King Hussein 
of Jordan had a very dim fu- 
ture in a kingly capacity there 
was as yet no very clear pro- 
gram being shaped up for 
Jordan. 

Jordan was, in fact, the rock 
on which the whole effort to 
patch up things, one way or 
another, might well founder. 

If a collapse of Jordan should 
follow the removal of British 
troops, Israeli diplomats now 
are saying openly that they will 
consider this a “very serious 
defense situation.” Movement 
of Israeli ‘troops across the 
Jordanian border is not beyond 
the realm of possibility under 
these circumstances, the Is- 
raelis say. 

Arab diplomats here, mean- 
while, say they are well aware 
of this danger—and that the 
United Arab Republic and Iraq 
both will rush to the task of 
repelling Israel. They talk, 
without too much conviction, 
of “help from the north,” 
meaning Russia. 

Israeli delegates are, of 
course, watching very closely 
the complex diplomatic and 
military processes now going 
on. Their whole future exist- 
ence seems to them to be in- 
volved. 

They are not inclined to be- 
lieve that the United Nations 
alone—acting through observer 
groups or other similar semi- 
military but neutral organiza- 
tions—can be adequate protec- 
tion for the state of Israel. 
They rely heavily on their own 
ability to fight, if need be, all 
Arab comers. 

Israeli Hopes and Fears. 

As they observe the tenta- 
tive efforts at establishing sta- 
bility in the Middle East, they 
have their own hopes and 
fears. Outlined by a _ well- 
placed Israeli diplomat, these 
hopes and fears are about as 
follows. 

To start with hopes: They 
would like to see a real inter- 
national guarantee, backed by 
the great powers, that force 
will not be used to solve any 
existing problems in the Mid- 
dle East. They would, in the 
second place, like to see an 
economic development scheme 
fr the whole area in which 
erael, as well as the Arab 


countries, might participate. 

Beyond this, the Israelis have 
two carefully conditioned 
hopes: That the refugee prob- 
lem might be solved “on its 
merits” and that some kind of 
area arms control be estab- 
lished. The condition on the 
refugee problem is that Israel 
is willing to take only a very 
limited number of Arab refu- 
gees back into its territory; 
the rest, it is felt, must be 
permanently settled elsewhere, 
in Arab countries such as Iraq 
and Syria, which can use ad- 
ditional population. 

On arms control, the Israelis 
believe recent shipments of 
arms from behind the Iron 
Curtain to Arab countries has 
created an imbalance which 
must be redressed by more 
arms for Israel, before a pro- 
hibition of all arms shipments 
into the area is put into effect. 


Feelings About Nasser. 


_Israel’s fear, as Israeli diplo- 
mats watch present negotia- 
tions, begin with an uncomfort- 
able feeling that President 
Nasser of the United Arab Re- 
public will emerge with greatly 
increased prestige. Nasser re- 
mains, in most Israeli’s eyes, 
a “Hitler figure’ of infinite 
menace. 


The second item on this list 
of Israeli fears has lost some 
of its force in the last few 
days—a fear that the great 
powers will impose on the Mid- 
dle East a set of conditions for 
its future existence, without 
consulting the Israelis or other 
people in the area. Like the 
Arabs, the Israelis want a voice 
in their own destiny. When a 
summit conference seemed im- 
minent, this fear was upper- 
most in Israeli minds. 

Related to this is a third 
fear—that as a result both of 
present negotiations and of 
diplomatic exercises inside or 
outside the United Nations, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union will emerge more bitter 
enemies than before. It is 
feared, particularly, that this 
enmity may continue to be 
centered on the Middle East— 
with the possibility always in 
view that it could result in the 
Middle East becoming the cock- 
pit of war, limited or unlimited. 

There was no feeling of as- 
surance, either among the Is- 
raelis or among other dele- 
gates here today, that the Rus- 
sians had run out of diplomatic 
rabbits to pull out of the hat. 
Despite the Arab impression 
that the Soviet Union was tem- 
porarily backing off from the 
Middle East, no one doubted 
that Russian ambitions in the 
area remained; they have been 
obvious since Czarist times. 


Nehru Says Accord Involves 
Continuation of Israel. 

NEW DELHI, Aug. 7 (AP)— 

Prime Minister Nehru said to- 
day any solution to the Israeli- 
Arab conflict must provide for 
Israel’s continued existence. 
“ft hope that... a peaceful 
settlement may be arrived at,” 
Nehru told a news conference. 
“Obviously that involves the 
continuation of Israel and the 
acceptance of Israel by the 
countries about it.” 

India has recognized Israel 
but has not exchanged diplo- 
matic representatives with it. 

“This attitude was adopted 
after careful consideration of 
several factors,” Nehru said. 
“It is based on how we can 
best be of help in that area. 
We still think that it is the cor- 
rect position.” 


RUSSIANS END 
MANEUVERS ON 
SOUTHERN BORDER 


LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP)—The 
Soviet defense ministry an- 
nounced today military maneu- 
vers on the southern frontiers 
have ended. 

Large-scale Soviet army, 
navy and air force exercises 
began July 18 in areas border- 
ing Turkey and Iran during an 
intense phase of the Middle 
East crisis. 

The report said Marshals 
Andrei A. Grechko and Kiril 
Meretskov, who commanded 
the exercises, have returned to 
Moscow. 


WEST GERMAN ECONOMIC 
GROWTH REPORTED SLOWING 


FRANKFURT, Germany, 
Aug. 7 (AP) — West German 
economic expansion has come 
to a virtual standstill, the fed- 
eral bank said in a monthly re- 
port yesterday. 

Industrial production rose 
only 5.8 per cent between the 
first and second quarter of 
1958, compared to an average 
10.2 per cent increase in the 
previous three years, the re- 
port pointed out. 

The bank noted that loosen- 
ing of credit curbs effected a 
slight expansion in the con- 
struction industry but that 
most other branches reported 
only a weak flow of new orders 
and steady decrease of those 
still in the books, Most in- 
dustries were affected by the 
slackening export boom, the

In his letter, “Strength for the 
Summit,” Reader McPherson ad- 
vocates, among other things, that 
Israel be allowed to “expand to 
its historic boundaries.” An earlier 
remark in the same letter refers 
to these as to “its Biblical boun- 
daries.”’ 

Let me ask: Which Biblical 
boundaries? During the roughly 
thousand years in which the Bible 
was being compiled, the ‘ boun- 
daries of the Hebrew state varied 
very considerably from quite an 
area to absolutely nothing, back 
to one or two fair-to-middlin’ 
patches, and again to nil. And 
during the five or six centuries 
prior to that, as covered in the 
narrative of the Old Testament, 
things weren't always so pros- 
perous either. Obviously, Mr. 
McPherson must mean some spe- 
cific year. 

But what year? And why let 
only Israel have its “historic 
boundaries’? What about Egypt’s, 
Baghdad’s, Constantinople’s, 
Rome’s historic boundaries? 


They all, at one time or other 
convenient and dear to the emo- 
tions of their historians, over- 
lapped or even swallowed Israel's 
boundaries. 


Moreover, what’s sauce for the 
Near East ought to be sauce for 
the rest of the world. Spain 
could claim her historic boun- 
daries of 1600, England hers of 
1760, France those of 1807, Ger- 
many and Japan those of 1942. 
The Uruguayans and the Yankees 
and the Dutch, the Czechs, the 
Filipinos and all the others would 
just love it. 

No, thanks, Let’s relegate his- 
torical boundaries to history, and 
current problems to common 
sense—as long as we realize that 
common sense in politics is a mix- 
ture of principle, experience, 
pressures from inside and out- 
side, facts, power, and compro- 
mise.

Secretary of State Dulles sandwiched a two- 
day visit to Brazil between his peregrinations 
involving the Middle Eastern issue. The as- 
sumption is that Latin America will not judge 
the visit by its brevity, but will understand 
that Washington is really interested in its 
neighbors because Mr. Dulles visited one. 

Certainly the violent demonstrations at- 
tending Vice President Nixon’s southward 
journey in May awakened the Administration 
to the fact that all was not well in inter- 
American relations. Brazil, largest of the 
sister republics, is a case in point. 

Brazil suffers from inflation, substandard 
living conditions and under-development. The 
price of Brazil’s largest crop, coffee, has 
dropped seriously. The price Brazil pays for 
North American imports has risen. The na- 
tionalized oil industry lacks either sympathy 
or capital from the United States, and Brazil 
has to import gasoline and oil. This is the 
background for the “Dulles-Go-Home” signs, 
presumably Communist inspired. 

As the major customer for Latin American 
raw materials, whose prices are declining, and 
major supplier of manufactured goods, whose 
prices are rising, the United States attracts 
the blame for economic conditions in this 
hemisphere. 

The Dulles trip is not the only indication 
that Washington is taking a new look at Latin 
American affairs. Last week the President's 
brother, Dr. Milton Eisenhower, returned from 
Central America with a three-point program. 
He spoke of the need for loans, the need 
for more stable price relationships between 
raw materials and manufactured goods, and 
the need for an effort 40 produce better un- 
derstanding of American policies. 

Now the whole question, in Washington as 
well as in Latin American capitals, is whether 
such a policy will be carried out. 

The policy itself may seem self-evident, but 
then it was self-evident in 1953, when Milton 
Eisenhower returned from his first official 
South American trip and recommended, 
among other things, stockpiling raw materials 
when prices fell, use of extensive public loans 
where private financing was not available, a 
stable trade program and so on. Nothing 
concrete was done about it. And in two eco- 
nomic conferences Washington shied away 
from new aid proposals. 

Evidently Secretary Dulles’s Brazilian visit 
will prepare for another high-level meeting 
of the republics to discuss their common 
problems. Brazil’s President Kubitschek pro- 
posed a chiefs of state meetirg to President 
Eisenhower in May, after the Nixon mishaps. 

While there may not be a meeting of Presi- 
dents, a meeting of foreign ministers seems 
the minimum level for an economic confer- 
ence after so much neglect. 

If the conference is held, the question will 
be whether the United States is really ready 
to act, rather than merely talk. The neigh- 
bor republics have learned the difference. 


Reward for Cleanliness 

The way in which the French Ministry of 
Education has chosen to reward the cleanest 
girl in France strikes us as a dirty trick. As 
winner of the ministry’s Cleanliness contest, 
Danielle Quiennec, a Parisian school girl, has 
received an award of her weight in bars of 
soap. We have seen a picture of this agglom- 
eration of cleanser with young Miss Quien- 
nec being weighed in the scales against it, 
and in either the French language or the 
English it is formidable. 

No doubt the Ministry of Education had in 
mind something on the order of the present 
of his weight in gold which the followers of 
the Aga Khan offer to him on his birthday— 
and a very pretty gesture it is, too. But be- 
tween the nobility of the conception and its 
specific execution by the ministry a deplora- 
ble amount of error has crept in. Soap, no 
matter how splendid it may be as a compan- 
ion of the bath, contains a built-in failing as 
a gift. Its message, unlike the language of 
flowers, is ambiguous. A gift of soap, even 
a small bar, seems to suggest that the recipi- 
ent is in need of it; and the gift of so much 
soap as the Ministry of Education has pre- 
sented to its contest winner does seem a little 
overdone. 

We suggest that the Ministry re-evaluate 
its basic assumptions about the fruits of clean 
living, and present Miss Quiennec with her 
weight in, for instance, smart new frocks. 


Who Briefs the President? 


President Eisenhower has told reporters he 
has no way of knowing whether acute school 
integration problems may arise this Septem- 
ber. He says he has no special plans for 
dealing with tensions if they do arise, but if 
he could think of anything that might be ef- 
fective, he would not hesitate to do it. 

One place where acute problems may arise 
next month is just across the Potomac from 
the White House. The schools of Arlington 
county, Va., have been ordered to integrate 
by the federal courts, and under Virginia law 
those schools may be closed. Surely the 
President ought to know about this situation, 
and ought to have some plans for coping with 
tensions, so he would not have to hesitate 
until it was too late. 

The lack of knowledge and seeming de- 
featism in the press conference remarks re- 
flect the inactivity of the Attorney General, 
William P. Rogers. He has failed to intervene 
in the crucial Little Rock case, and apparently 
has not briefed the President on others closer 
to home. While the President has a responsi- 
bility of his own to be informed, it is also 
the Attorney General’s duty to keep him ad- 
vised of important matters of law enforce- 
ment. Integration is the law. How is the 
Administration going to enforce it? 


Passport Bill on the Shelf 


The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
has used excellent judgment in deciding not 
to spend any of Congress’s time, in the re- 
maining busy days of this session, on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s passport bill. The bill, 
which Chairman Green of Rhode Island intro- 
duced on request but without formally sup- 
porting it, would have been worse than no 
bill at all. 

Thanks to the Supreme Court decision in 
the Kent-Briehl-Dayton cases the country now 
has a sensible passport policy. This new poli- 
cy requires the State Department to present 


concrete: reasons for denying a passport in 


the name of national security; it outlaws de- 
nials based merely on “political beliefs and 
associations.” 


If this new policy, with which the §tate succhinil 


Department is complying, needs refinement 
after it has been in use for six months to a 
year, the next Congress can act on the basis 
of experience and information. 


Fortunately . 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee did 


not allow itself to be rushed into an indorse- 
ment of the ill-thought-out White House bill. 


Union Democracy Perverted | 


The first report of the court-appointed 
board of monitors of the Teamsters union 
calls attention to serious perversions of the 
democratic process that make it almost im- 
possible for rank-and-filers to get the Hoffas 
off their backs. 

So serious is the situation that the chair- 
man of the monitors, Martin F. O'Donoghue, 
has expressed doubt that the union would be 


in any position to hold a national convention ~ 


next winter. This is because the international 
does not maintain the kind of membership 
records essential to fair and democratic elec- 
tions. Under the circumstances there is fear 
that the nomination and election of delegates 
might be rigged to the advantage of those 
who have grabbed the union’s reins. 

The monitors have found, among other de- 
ficiencies, that some 400 locals—evidently 
about half the total—do not have any by-laws; 
that there is no system of uniform rules for 
good standing in the locals and the interna- 
tional; that far too many locals are in trustee- 
ship. In addition the monitors want some- 
thing done to prohibit members convicted of 
felonies from holding office, as a step toward 
discouraging strong-arm tactics. 

An interesting footnote to the report was 
given to a Post-Dispatch reporter by Mr. 
O'Donoghue in connection with the disputed 
St. Louis Council 13 election, in which Harold 
Gibbons narrowly defeated Gene Walla. Ac- 
cording to Mr. O’Donoghue, the international 
executive board, of which Mr. Gibbons is a 
member, turned down Mr. Walla’s appeal 
without knowledge of the monitors. The in- 
ternational acted after the monitors had left 
a joint meeting with that group under the 
impression that the appeal was not coming up. 
Did somebody have something to hide? 


It is altogether proper that the monitors 
should want to see what lies beneath the 
democratic veneer with which Mr. Gibbons’s 
election has been covered. A thorough in- 
quiry will be a service to all concerned. 


Only 1000 Votes A part 


For the resident of the St. Louis area no 
returns in the Missouri primary were more 
interesting than the comparative voting in 
St. Louis city and St. Louis county. Here 
they are: 

St. Louis — — — — 76,133 
St. Louis county — 74,978 


Thus the city vote exceeded that in the 
county by only slightly more than 1000. This 
is the first time that the relative turnouts at 
the polls were so nearly equal. While cer- 
tain factors applied that will not necessarily 
apply in November and in future primaries, 
these figures may be put down as marking a 
significant development in the status of the 
metropolitan area. 


Higher Social Security Benefits 

The Senate Finance Committee is busy and 
the Senators themselves are eager to get out 
of Washington, yet it is about as probable as 
probable can be that the upper chamber will 
act on the Social Security bill just sent to it 
by the House. An increase in retirement pay- 
ments is not the sort of thing that is neglected 
on the eve of a congressional campaign. No 
doubt that is why Representatives acted with- 
out waiting for a report from the congres- 
sionally created commission studying the so- 
cial security situation. 


Because of the increased cost of living the 
House voted, 375 to 2, an over-all increase of 
7 per cent in old age and retirement pay- 
ments. This would bring individual payments, 
now ranging from $30 to $108.50 a month, 
into a range of $33 to $118. 

Less popular than the bigger payments 
would be the higher taxes intended to meet 
them. The House approved an increase from 
2% per cent to 2% per cent for employes 
and employers. It also agreed with Secretary 
Folsom that the base for the tax be raised 
from the first $4200 to the first $4800 of an- 
nual income. This would raise the maximum 
annual tax from $94.50 to $120. 


The increase in the tax is a recognition 
that Social Security payments are not hand- 
outs but insurance benefits, “bought and 
paid for.” No doubt, this realization was un- 
derscored by the June 13 report of the trus- 
tees of the Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
trust fund that for the first time receipts 
dropped below disbursements. The trustees 
estimated that the deficit would continue 
through the five-year period ending June 30, 
1962, but they also anticipated a iong-term 
favorable balance starting in 1965. 


Because of the tax increase, the new pay- 
ments added by the House bill are probably 
actuarially sound. But action would have 
been sounder yet if based on the study called 
for by Congress itself and not on the pres- 
sures of a campaign year. The report is due 
next January. Let us hope it will help Con- 
gress resolve to cure the dangerous habit of 
hiking benefits every time an election comes 
in sight.

Containment Fails as U.S. Foreign Policy 


Leadership for Freedom Must Replace Military Reaction to Communism

What we are witnessing today is 
widespread recognition—except, per- 
haps, by the United States Govern- 
ment—that the West is in danger of 
losing the cold war under American 
leadership. 

It is significant that George Ken- 
nan, the author of America’s post- 
war policy of containment, has 
shown awareness 
of the increase in 
Soviet strength 
and prestige and 
of the decline of 

of the Western posi- 

. giles tion. But the cen- 
Public Opinion trai implication of 
his lectures has 

gone unnoticed, 

namely, abandonment of the hope he 
expressed in 1947 that 10 or 15 years 
of containment would result in a 
weakening of the Soviet regime, a 
more normal relationship between 
the Communist and Western worlds. 


The Soviets have thus far man- 
aged to surmount the difficult prob- 
lem of the succession to in; they 
have not only overcome the tremen- 
dous destruction of World War II 
but have gone on to overtake the 
United States in most areas of mil- 
itary strength; while they still face 
great difficulties in the agricultural 
sector of their economy, the standard 
of living of the Russian masses has 
slowly improved. The Soviet Union 
has serious problems, both at home 
and abroad, but after more than a 
decade of containment Russia is 
stronger, not weaker. 


But the most hopeful possibility 
which Mr. Kennan suggested in 1947 
—that the Soviet system contains 
within itself the seeds of its own de- 
struction—is still apparently relied 
upon by the Republican Administra- 
tion, for John Foster Dulles reit- 
erates this belief in nearly every 
major policy statement. 


The Mirror 


Necessary But Negative 


Containment posited the erection 
of Western military strength as a 
deterrent to Soviet overt aggression, 
but as Mr. Kennan elaborated the 
doctrine the problem of Russia and 
International, Communism was not 
seen as basically military. Armed 
strength was viewed as a necessary 
but negatjve requirement. 


It is not the challenge of Commu- 
nist military aggression which is the 
focal point of current critics of the 
foreign policy of the United States. 
It is Soviet strength and prestige at 
home and abroad, and the extension 
of Russian influence into the Near 
and Far East, Africa and even Latin 
America which appalls observers in 
Europe and the United States. 


Russia has managed to make it 
appear that the U.S.S.R. has the best 
interests of humanity at heart, and 
that. it is the “capitalistic” world 
which is responsible for the cold war 
and its almost unbearable tensions. 


The policy followed by the United 
States leaves the initiative in the 
hands of the Communist bloc and 
places the free world in the position 
of responding to Soviet moves at 
times and places chosen by the Rus- 
sians. It was almost inevitable that 
such a policy would degenerate into 
mere anti-Communism in the hands 
of the present Administration, for its 
leaders from President Eisenhower 
on down have shown little or no con- 
ception of a positive foreign policy. 


The technological revolution of 
our time has made ible the crea- 
tion of one world for the first time 
in history. The basic issue is wheth- 
er the nations and peoples of the 
world shall be united by force or 
by consent. 

Though Woodrow Wilson was naive 


also overly optimistic in his hopes 
concerning the current postwar 
world, they were both right in their 
conception of America’s destiny to 
lead the nations of the world toward 
recognition of the international com- 
mon good. 

Military victory and diplomatic 
defeat in two world wars have un- 
dermined traditional American con- 
fidence. No one can be certain that 
mankind will escape the dreaded nu- 
clear catastrophe, but the ever-pres- 
ent possibility of that conflagration 
and the necessity of military prepar- 
edness should not deter the United 
States from the positive diplomatic 
and economic policies which are in- 
dispensable to the wresting of the 
initiative from the Communist bloc. 

The foreign policy successes of 
Russia and Red China are attribut- 
able more to the failure of the 
United States to stand for a positive 
conception of the world which is 
emerging than to the appeal of the 
Communist solution to the problems 
of the mid-twentieth century. 

Our Historic Position 

In particular, while the challenges 
confronting the billion people of 
the Near East, Africa, the Far East 
and Latin America would exist even 
if there were no cold war, the con- 
flict between America and Russia 
makes it imperative that the image 
of the United States as the leader 
in the struggle for a better world, 
which formerly existed in these 
areas, be restored. The non-military 
techniques of Communist expansion 
cannot be blunted so long as the 
United States fails to support, and 
even encourage, the legitimate as- 
pirations of allied and neutral na- 
tions alike. 

It may be impossible for the 
Grand Alliance to match the unity, 
crusading fervor, and techniques of 
the enemy, but if the United States 
were to readopt its historic position 
the ideological initiative could be 
reclaimed. 

Reassumption of its historic role 
would not enable American foreign 
policy makers to resolve every issue 
confronting them. The United States 
attitude toward European-colonial 
problems, for example, cannot be 
logically deduced from the principle 
of self-determination, for that stand- 


ard can be claimed by both the par- 
ticipants in the conflict. 


Nevertheless, restoration of faith 
that the future belongs to freedom 
and not to slavery would enable 
America to formulate diplomatic and 
economic policies on its own intiative 
rather than merely react to inter- 
national Communism’s challenges. 


It is probable that the breakup of 
the international bi-polarity which 
has developed in the last few years 
will be accelerated in the future. 
The increased spirit of independence 
on both sides of the Iron Curtain in 
Europe, currently manifested by the 
return to power of De Gaulle in 
France and by Soviet-Yugoslav ten- 
sions, challenges both Washington's 
and Moscow’s conception of solid 
camps in the cold war strugg}é. 

America must make the most of 
the flexible situation, Wast Ger- 
many and Japan are-<certain to be- 
come more independent in their at- 
titudes and policies toward Russia 
and Red China respectively as they 
regain their military power and pres- 
tige. On the other hand, it is long 
past time for the United States to 
begin developing policies which ex- 
ploit the conflicts of interest between 
Moscow and Peiping.

The United 
States cannot hope to see the kind 
of world it seeks unless it reasserts 
its historic vision of international 
progress based on freedom.

Private Eye on Public Mind. 


There would be, in the 
formal sense, no place for him, 
for there would be only one 
official American seat—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s. Nixon never- 
theless would be continuously 
in touch with the President 
and with Secretary Dulles to 
keep them abreast in his spe- 
cialty. 

This specialty is the intui- 
tive sensing of what ordinary 
people think—or merely feel 
—at this or that stage of a 
public controversy. In this in- 
tuition Nixon, approve him or 
not, is a master—incompara- 
bly abler than any other mem- 
ber of the Administration, in- 
cluding Mr. Eisenhower him- 
self 


Many times the Vice Presi- 
dent has exercised that skill. 
He reached Congress 12 years 
ago mainly because he sensed 
that the postwar American 
public would be responsive to 
attacks on the alleged influence 
of Communism — or left-wing- 
ism—on our public policy. 


Moving With the Voters. 


He associated himself with 
successful Republican attacks 
of that kind for eight years. 
But then, in 1954, he was 
found supporting Senate con- 
demnation of the late Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy, the chief 


so-called “red-hunter” of that 
era. 
As the public has moved 


toward a willingness to try 
to do some sort of business 
with the Russians, Nixon, too, 
has so moved. Regardless of 
whether he has been ahead of 


or merely in step with such 
movements, the essential point 
is simply that he has never 
yet got out of sensory touch 
them. 

Those who have followed his 
career have never known him 
to err seriously in a private as- 
sessment of public attitudes. 


All this being so, there is spe- 
cial interest now in the Vice 
President’s situation. It may 
be described as follows: 

He was more intimately a 
part of the Administration's 
decision to send troops into 
Lebanon than he has ever been 
on any high policy determina- 
tion. 


Propaganda Prospects. 


He wholly supported that de- 
cision and wholly supports it 
now. He seems confident that 
the public does likewise. And 
as he backed the Lebanon op- 
eration without reservation, he 
is now backing the President’s 
reluctant agreement, under 
certain conditions, to meet 
with the Russians. 

The Vice President believes 
there is no overpowering rea- 
son to fear the propaganda dis- 
aster to our side which many 
have feared. Indeed, he sees 
a good possibility for a West- 
ern success instead—provided 
always that we go with affirma- 
tive proposals. 

He considers that we could 
lose out with the world public 
only if we allowed the confer- 
ence to fall into a mere shout- 
ing match with the Russians. 
He is quite certain that this 
will not be allowed to occur. 

As to domestic politics, no 
one accuses the Administration 
of sending the troops, or agree- 
ing to a summit meeting, for 
partisan motives. All the same, 
there will be political by-pro- 
ducts. 


Sweet or Sour. 


Mr. Nixon, whose bleak real- 
ism is noteworthy, is of course 
aware of all this. He can have 
no illusions that even a moder- 
ately successful summit con- 
ference would have any de- 
cisively favorable effect on 
Republican chances for recap- 
turing controls of Congress in 
the November elections. 

Too, he is conscious that a 
sour summit conference, fol- 
lowed by more and more world 
troubles, would certainly do 
the Republicans no good in the 
1960 presidental contest — in 
which he himself is likely to be 
the Republican nominee. 

It is no less clear, however, 
that a success at the summit, 
followed by a more tranquil 
world, would be most helpful 
to the Republicans in 1960.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7 — A 
newspaper trust fund left by 
the late Joseph Pulitzer, found- 
er of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch and the old New York 
World, was ordered divided 
among 13 male descendants by 
Surrogate James A. Cox here 
yesterday. 

Judge Cox allocated one- 
tenth of the trust to each of 
eight grandsons; another one- 
tenth to be divided between 
two sons of a granddaughter, 
and the remaining one-tenth 
to be shared by three sons of 
another granddaughter. Trus- 
tees of the fund, who are 
Joseph Pulitzer III, editor and 
publisher of the Post-Dispatch, 
and Charles J. Hentschell, vice 
president and business manag, 
er of the newspaper, had rec- 
ommended such a division of 
the fund last March. 

Seward Webb Pulitzer, of 
Ausable Forks, N.Y., a grand- 
son of the newspaper founder, 
had contended in a petition 
filed with the court that only 
he and his brother, Ralph 
Pulitzer Jr., a Manhasset, Long 
Island (N.Y.) automobile deal- 
er, were entitled to share in 
the principal of the fund. 
Ralph Pultizer did not join in 
his brother’s petition. 


Petitioner’s Contention. 


Seward Pulitzer in his peti- 
tion contended that, under the 
terms of a codicil of his grand- 
father’s will, the trust assets 
should be divided between the 
surviving male grandchildren 
at the time of Mr. Pulitzer’s 
death in 1911, and that he and 
Ralph Pulitzer were the only 
survivors in that category. 

Judge Cox held, however, 
that this contention was based 
on a “strained and unrealistic 
reading of a limited number of 
words” in the codicil, without 
due regard for the full con- 
text., 

In addition, the judge said, 
Mr. Pulitzer’s purpose in cre 
ating the trust “was not only 
to provide for members of his 
family, but to preserve, per- 
fect and perpetuate his New 
York newspaper in accordance 
with standards established in 
his lifetime and in keeping 
with his characterization of the 
publication as a ‘public institu- 
tion.’” 

The late publisher, Judge 
Cox held, emphatically urged 
his male descendants to carry 
on his purpose and “granted 
the financial benefits to be 
derived therefrom to his male 
descendants, with provision for 
female descendants only in the 
contingency that they were his 
only living issue.” 

Existence of Trust. 


Under the terms of Mr. 
Pulitzer’s will, the trust was 
to remain in existence during 
the lives of his three sons and 
then the principal was to , be 
divided. The last of the sons, 
Herbert Pulitzer, died last 
Sept. 4. 

The Newspaper Trust con- 
sists of the stock of the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co., St. 
Louis, which publishes the 
Post-Dispatch, and assets of 
the Press Publishing Co., de- 
rived from sale of the New 
York World in 19341. 

Judge Cox ruled the follow- 
ing grandchildren should re- 
ceive one-tenth shares of the 
Newspaper Trust : 

Ralph and Seward Pulitzer, 
sons of the late Ralph Pulitzer;

MOSCOW, Aug. 7 (AP) — 
Soviet scientists described to 
the International Geophysical 
Year conference yesterday evi- 
dence that magnetism triggers 
great explosions or flares on 
the sun. 

The flares produce the bril- 
liant northern ights and radio 
blackouts at times on earth and 
equal in intensity a blast from 
millions of H-bombs. 

The Soviet discoveries, com- 
plemented by those of Dr. John 
Evans of Sacramento Peak Ob- 
servatory, New Mexico, may 
make it possible to solve some 
of the sun flare mysteries. 

The Soviet studies may be 
able to predict the time of the 
flares. Then it would be pos- 
sible to shoot up a rocket be- 
forehand so its scientific instru- 
ments could clearly see the 
start of the flare. 

Dr. A. S. Severny and his 
associates at the Crimean As- 
trophysical Observatory have 
been studying the flares with a 
highly developed special tele- 
scopic instrument which can 
map magnetic fields and detect 
rapid changes in magnetic in- 
tensity. 

They find the flares tend to 
occur at points of high mag- 
netic energy, but this magnetic 
energy is low after a flare.

HOW MUCH of your food 
budget is spent for meat? Did 

ou ever sit down and figure 
t out? Probably not, unless you 
are one of that minority group 
of women who find statistics 
fascinating, rather than a bore. 

Well, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has 
the answer for you. According 
to a recent report on findings 
in a household food consump- 
tion survey conducted by the 
USDA, meat ranks as the num- 
ber one item in the American 
family’s food budget—cverag- 
ing 25 per cent of the money 
spent for food. 

With one-fourth of the food 
dollar going for the meat 
course of the meal, it obviously 
is important to weigh the 
choice of meat carefully if you 
are trying to stretch that dol- 
lar just as far as it possibly 
can go. 

We have no magic formula to 
offer—just the same advice we 
have been repeating for some 
time now, and that is to use 
all of your ingenuity in pre- 
paring chicken in so many 
tempting ways that your family 
won't object to eating it several 
times a week. (It was with this 
thought in mind that we se- 
lected chicken for the feature 
story on this page.) 

It really is such an excellent 
value that we would be remiss 
in honest reporting if we failed 
to stress it, even at the risk of 
repetition. 

The better grades of beef are 
showing slight decreases—very 
sl.ght, but a move in the right 
direction. Look for values in 
such forequarter cuts as chuck 
steaks and chuck roasts. 

There are no_ important 
changes in the pork situation; 
veal and lamb continue to be 
on the high side. 

But we do want you to know 
that we have a very healthy re- 
spect for that whopping 25 per 
cent of your dollar that is 
spent for meat, and assure you 
that we will do our best to 
keep you posted on how to 
spend it to best advantage.

JUST ABOUT any locally 
produced vegetable rates in- 
clusion in the “good buys”’ list 
at this time of year. The qual- 
ity is not quite all that one 
might hope for on some of the 
vegetables, due to excessive 
rains, but if you choose them 
with care you should find 
some real bargains, 

Green beans, squash, to- 
matoes, beets, cucumbers, egg- 
plant, corn and green peppers 
are representative of these 
homegrown vegetable bargains, 
The corn and green peppers 
(not only those locally grown 
but also those from Illinois 
and Tennessee) are of especial- 
ly nice quality. 

Another vegetable that de- 
serves special mention is cab- 
bage from Wisconsin; it’s cheap 
and good, so do work slaw into 
your menu plans. Iceberg let- 
tuce is another candidate for 
that salad bowl which plays 
such an important part in Au- 
gust meals. 

Potatoes are pouring into the 
St. Louis market from all di- 
rections. Choose reds, long 
whites, or the first of the early 
russet Gems—just take your 
pick, you can’t go wrong on 
spuds right now.

NEEDLESS to say, peaches 
still hold the spotlight in the 
fruit department. But they do 
have competition, especially 
from watermelons and canta- 
loupes, both of which are in 
great abundance and reason- 
ably priced. 

Several cars of Bartlett pears 
have come into the city, and 
although they aren’t cheap by 
any means neither are they 
exorbitantly high. 

Prices on oranges and lem- 
ons are about steady, with a 
slight decline on. the latter. 
Grapefruit, plums and Ribier 
grapes are available; the seed- 
less grapes are now showing 
greatly improved quality. 

This is the week for blue- 
berries; they are just about at 
their seasonal high in supply 
and low in price. 

There are occasional small 
lots of dewberries and black- 
berries from Michigan; Cali- 
fornia strawberries are expen- 
sive but picture-pretty and de- 
licious in flavor.

New in St. Louis Mar- 
kets—an instant coffee with 
fresh-roasted aroma.

Just how important is it for 
coffee to be aromatic? Well, 
Dr. Nowell Jones, professor of 
psychology at the University 
of California, states flatly, 
“Aroma is the greatest part of 
flavor ... without aroma, food 
simply ceases to be appetizing.” 

Of course our other senses 
also help determine flavor. 
Touch, sight and sound are all 
important. Consider, for ex- 
ample, the pleasant reaction to 
the thought of the tinkle of ice 
in a glass; the unpleasant re- 
action to the very thought of 
a green or purple steak. (We 
know whereof we. speak; we 
have seen green and purple 
steaks in food demonstrations, 
and found them actually re- 
pulsive).

One of the most pleasant things about chicken is its adaptability; it is delicious either 
plain or fancy. Chicken Santa Clara is a party dish; a savory sauce turns it into a Blue 
Ribbon recipe. If you preter simpler fare, consider the Fireside Chicken Casserole recipe 
or the Planked Broiler Dinner for Four; recipes for both are given in the accompanying

Granted, it is hard to beat 
fried chicken when it is crisp 
on the outside and thoroughly 
done on the inside. But it is 
fun to try new recipes for a 
familiar food, so here are a 
few good ones to add to your 
collection. 

Chicken Santa Clara is a 
“company” dish; golden brown 
chicken is placed in a casse- 
role and covered with mush- 
rooms, pimiento, ripe olives 
and wine, then seasoned with 
rosemary and thyme; it makes 
its own smooth sauce while it 
bakes to tender, savory good- 
ness.

One three-pound broiler- 
fryer. 

One-half cup sifted all-pur- 
pose flour. 

Salt and pepper. 

One cup cooking oil. 

One teaspoon rosemary. 

One-fourth teaspoon thyme. 

One-eighth teaspoon garlic 
powder, OR one-half clove gar- 
lic, minced. 

Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine. 

Two teaspoons vingear. 


One cup (four-ounce can) 
sliced mushrooms. 
One-fourth cup (two-ounce 


can) chopped pimiento. 

One cup ripe olive wedges. 

One-third cup sauterne or 
other white table wine. 

Have chicken cut in serving 
size pieces. Combine flour, 
two teaspoons salt and one- 


half teaspoon pepper and 
coat chicken. Brown slowly 
in oil. 

Meanwhile simmer giblets 


in one and one-fourth cups 
salted water until tender, about 
20 minutes. Drain off stock 
(there should be one cup) and 
chop giblets. 

Transfer chicken to casser- 
ole and sprinkle with remain- 
ing seasoned flour. Combine 
stock, giblets and remaining in- 
gredients. (Do not drain mush- 
rooms). Season with one and 
one-half teaspoons salt and 
one-half teaspoon pepper. Pour 
over chicken. Cover; bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees) 
until tender, about one hour.

Peppers 


ONE OF THE pleasures of 
summer menu planning is mak- 
ing use of the green peppers 
which are now so plentiful and 
inexpensive in St. Louis mar- 
kets. 

Peppers stuffed with rice and 
meat are familiar fare in most 
households, but have you ever 
tried them stuffed with fish? 
Bake them in muffin cups, to 
keep their pretty shapes in the 
cooking process, then lift out 
carefully onto a serving plate. 

The following recipe calls 
for a stuffing of flaked fish and 
bread crumbs moistened with 
tomato soup. Add a gay note 
by topping each pepper with a 
pimiento strip—cut in shape of 
a fish for a real conversation 
piece. 

Fish-Stuffed Peppers 
One-half cup water. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 

One pound fish fillets, fresh 
or frozen. 

Six medium gréen peppers. 

One can condensed tomato 
soup. 

One-fourth cup butter or 
margarine. 

One cup soft bread crumbs. 

Pimieéntos. 

Place water and salt 
large frying pan.

Commission plans to set off its

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A Plug for Jazz 
By Bobby Troup 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7. 

JAZZ HAS BEEN MAKING a small determined dent 
on television this last season—what with the big Timex 
network show, the local Art Ford Jazz Party, the Seven 
Lively Arts Show, “Sound of Jazz,” and others—and the 
man who might lay claim 
to being forerunner of 
it all is Bobby Troup, 
M.C. of “Stars of Jazz” 
on ABC-TV (8 p.m. St. 
Louis time, Mondays on 
KTVL) “Stars of Jazz” 
was a local Los Angeles 
show for two years be- 
fore it went network in 
April. 

“There are all kinds of 
jazz—Dixieland, modern, 
swing,” said Troup the 
other day. “We can go 
on a long time without 
repeating ourselves.” But 
with all this talk about 
a jazz revival, Troup ad- 
mits his show has never 
had much of a rating. 
“Did you see the show 
when Count Basie was 
on?” he asked. I said | 
did and I thought it was one of his best. But then I like 
big bands because I think they give a jazz show more tone 
color and variety. 

“Yes, I like the big-band feeling,” said Troup. “But 
it isn’t jazz—it's more swing. There just aren't that many 
big bands going now. Les Brown, Count Basie. Harry 
James and one or two others. Most of the dance barns 
throughout the country are shut down. There isn’t a de- 
mand for the kind of music they play. Jazz doesn’t fall 
into the category of big bands. Jazz is something you 
listen to in supper clubs or maybe on TV. It isn’t some- 
thing you dance to, anymore. That's why there are so 
many small jazz groups like Brubeck, the Modern Jazz 
Quartet, the Chamber Jazz Group, and so forth.” 


JULIE LONDON 


Miss Julie London, Troup’s perennial fiancee 
who was in town for her appearance on Bob 
Crosby’s show, spoke up: “I think the reason the 
big bands aren't in demand any more is because 
kids don’t dance the way they used to. I remember 
when everyone danced. Now, they just move 
around to this rock ‘n’ roll stuff and they can’t 
do any other steps.” 


A recent “Stars of Jazz” show featured Allyn Fer- 
guson and his small group and I told Troup that I was 
greatly impressed by Ferguson's thorough musical educa- 
tion, as well as that of his fellow-musicians. 

“I think most musicians are very well educated men. 
I don’t like the cliche bit about musicians and their langu- 
age. After all, you don't have to say: ‘Hey, gimme some 
skin, Daddy-O’ in order to communicate with a musician. 
They talk English. Maybe I just see what I want to see, 
but I don't think that for the most part musicians are 
marijuana smokers who go out with a different dame 
every night. After all, there are some pretty wild insurance 
men, too.” 

Troup’s show is the most cohesive and literate 
of the jazz shows. In fact, virtually the only crit- 
icism leveled at it is that Troup himself some- 
times talks too much. “I try te explain to people 
who watch my show the different trends of jazz, 
the evolution and so forth. If I didn’t know much 
about jazz, I'd like to hear someone talking about 
what a flatted fifth was. Also it’s fun te hear 
the history of performers on the show. The first 
time we had Shelly Manne on the show we talked 
about the history of the drum. The next time 

we might talk about Shelly himself. I don’t think 

there’s too much talk on the show.” 


One “Stars of Jazz’ show featured Kenneth Patchen’'s 
poetry. A good many nightclubs in Greenwich Village and 
in San Francisco are featuring a mixture of jazz and “beat 
generation” poetry. Patchen, however, violently denies 


» he’s beat. “The beat generation can't summon up enough 


energy to write poetry,” he declared stiffly on the show 
and went on to declaim: 
“Kings into kinanesses 
“Moons into Meanwhiles 
“Pegs into pillows.” 
The horns moaned in the background as Patchen 
enunciated his poetry with the solemnity generally re-

That proved we 
had some listeners and we've been on ever since. Eventu- 
ally we might wear thin.” 

Said Miss London: “Bobby, I think there is always 
something new happening musically. | don't think you'll 
ever wear thin in the music field. I just wish the rock ‘n’ 
roll thing would end, though. I did a disc jockey tour 
throughout the country and a good many of the disc 
jockeys were saying that rock ‘'n’ roll had had its day. 


That was four years ago and it hasn't gone yet.”

THE OFFICIAL RULE 
book states it rather succinctly: 

“Baseball is a game between 
two teams of nine players each 
with sufficient substitutes and 
coaches under direction of a 
manager and played in agree- 
ment with these rules under 
authority of an umpire or um- 
pires on a regulation field.” 

To Casey Stengel of the New 
York Yankees that might seem 
a reasonable summation of the 
rudiments of the national past- 
time, but to the harried, 
hounded managers of any of 
the country’s 60,000 Little 
League teams it misses the 
plate like a wild pitch. 


Casey, for all his wealth of 
zany experience, never had to 
suffer a finger waggling dia- 
tribe from Mickey Mantle’s 
mother for benching her 
darling in a slump; never had 
to dry the tears and honk the 
nose of a .600 hitter who struck 
out with the bases loaded: nev- 
er had to dig into his dust- 
streaked flannels for ice cream 
cones all around in celebra- 
tion of a two-game winning 
streak. 

No doubt Casey has his 
troubles, but they don’t include 
a shortstop put to bed without 
supper for skipping violin prac- 
tice, or an outfielder momen- 
tarily blinded by the popping 
of his bubble gum, or a base- 
runner who elects to get 
thrown out in a hopeless steal 
because the call of the bath- 
room is stronger than the 
scoreboard. 

And his New York Yankees, 
who certainly can afford to be 
generous in victory, don’t gath- 
er in a circle at the end of the 
game to give a lusty, heart 
warming cheer for the van- 
quished Kansas City Athletics. 

It might be a fine sporting 
gesture if they did borrow this 
ceremonial bit from Little 
League, but then again it might 
get out of hand and only lead 
to a whole dugout chanting: 
“Two, four, six, nine,” 

“The pitcher looks 

Frankenstein.”

Little 
Leaguers, most of whom first 
saw the light of day breaking 
over a television set, are quick 
to copy the cap tugging, cleat 
tapping, hand wiping, multi- 
bat swinging antics of their 
Major League idols. 

When Don Larsen and Bob 
Turley discovered they got bet- 
ter control by abandoning the 
traditional windup, a thousand 
and more Little League pitch- 
ers, ages 9 to 12,. made the 
same discovery within a matter 
of months. 

When Ted Kluszewski re- 
moved his shirt sleeves to give 
greater freedom to his bulging 
biceps, midget first basemen 
from Seattle to the Virgin Is- 
lands performed similar surgery 
on their uniforms, much to 
the horror of sponsoring mer- 
chants who had to fork over 
anywhere from $150 to $300 
to outfit a local team for the 
greater honor and glory of 
Schultz's delicatessen or Luigi's 
pizza palace. 

If Ted Williams decided to 
play barefooted, unshod out- 
fielders would begin patrolling 
the fences of Little League like 
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Real brick has become in- 
creasingly popular for use 
on indoor walls.

In fact, dugout chats with a 
dozen Little League managers 
and officials confirm that most 
of them have become accus- 
tomed to most anything, from 
stray dogs in the infield to 
run-away baby carriages in the 
outfield. 

So have the umpires, one of 
whom recently was sent fly- 
ing, mask over whisk broom, 
when a barrel-shaped runner 
stole home while he was in the 
process of dusting off the 
plate. Little League’s excellent 
insurance coverage took care 
of the injuries but did little 
for his wounded dignity. 

Little League got started 20 
years ago when Carl Stotz, a 
Williamsport (Pa.) lumber yard 
employe formed the first teams

Pre-Convention Jockeying 


EN ROUTE TO DENVER, Aug. 7. 


THE PRE-CONVENTION JOCKEYING for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United States Senator in New York 
State is becoming increasingly farcical and a bit shocking. 

Three men—Thomas K. Finletter, former secretary of 

ee passat carci the Air Force; James A. 
Farley, former Demo- 
cratic national chairman, 
and Edward T. Dickin- 
son, State Commissioner 
of Commerce—have an- 
nounced their candida- 
cies. Mayor ‘Robert F. 
Wagner of New York 
City has said repeatedly 
that he would not be a 
candidate for the Senate. 
Yet a few days ago Car- 
oe: mine de Sapio, the Tam- 
= many leader, issued a 
WAGNER call to the Mayor “to de- 
cide whether he will run for the Senate” before Aug. 15, 
and added that the party leaders would not permit a 
“draft” movement at the state convention. 


In his campaign for re-election last year, 
Mayor Wagner pledged himself to serve out his 
full term. Certainly the city of New York needs 
a good mayor, for it is at present confronted with 
problems as complicated and as difficult to solve 
as many that a Senator would encounter. I can- 
not feel that leaving a difficult job unfinished is 
good preparation for taking on another difficult 
one, and I think the people of New York City— 
who must give a Democratic candidate a sizable 
plurality if he is to win the state election—may 
well resent someone who leaves them to their pres- 
ent difficulties just at the time when his experi- 
ence and tenure in office best qualifies him to deal 
with those problems. I hope Mayor Wagner will 
stick to the promises he has made. 


Mr. Farley, by his own statement, considers himself 
the best fitted of the three announced candidates for the 
Senate race. I cannot forget, however, that he is almost, if 
not quite, my age. It takes a Senator one full term—six 
years—to become very useful to his state. There are, of 
course, exceptions to every rule; but usually it begins to be 
difficult to acquire the kind of knowledge needed by a 
United States Senator in these times, when one has reached 
the age of 70 or thereabouts. 


I hope the convention delegates will weigh 
carefully the relative values of the candidates. If 
they do, I feel sure they will recognize where the 
best chance lies to nominate and elect a Senator 
capable of vigorous work, with the type of experi- 
ence that enables him to learn quickly. Six years

THERE WAS A TIME when 
the tomato was known as the 
love apple and was thought 
to be poisonous. One gets the 
impression that a lot of wom- 
en still consider them poison- 
ous unless they're _ sliced, 
stewed, or hollowed out and 
filled with chicken salad. 

Not that there’s anything 
wrong with sliced tomatoes, 
and a stuffed tomato can be 
a fine thing on a hot day. The 
less said about stewed toma- 
toes the better. However, there 
are a lot of other things that 
can be done with tomatoes, and 
they not only won't poison any- 
one but they will do much to 
relieve the monotony. 

This being a fine year for 
tomatoes, let us consider some 
of the possibilities. One of 
them is baked stuffed toma- 
toes, which are achieved as 
follows: 

Get eight medium-sized, 
firm tomatoes and cut off a 
thin slice from the stem end. 
Scoop out the pulp, leaving the 
walls at least a quarter of an 
inch thick. Set them in a shal- 
low, buttered baking dish. Save 
the pulp. 

Now saute a half cup of 
chopped onion and a cup of 
chopped celery in shortening 
for a couple of minutes. Add a 
pound of hamburger and two 
teaspoons of salt and saute it 
for five minutes more, stirring 
frequently. Then add the to- 
mato pulp, let it simmer a few 
minutes, and add a third of a 
cup of dry bread crumbs. 

Fill the tomato cups gently, 
piling them high with the mix- 
ture. Put another third of a 
cup of bread crumbs in melted 
butter and sprinkle them over

Thicken the liquid with a little 
flour and when it’s well blend- 
ed, pour on a cup or so of 
sour cream. Let it just come 
to a boil. In the meantime 
have bread toasting in the 
oven. Put the tomatoes on top 
of the hot toast and give your- 
self a treat. 


INCIDENTALLY, green to- 
matoes are good for something 
beside relish. They are ex- 


cellent fried. If this sounds 
strange, try them and you'll 
see. 


Select firm green tomatoes, 
wash them, cut off the stem 
end and the bottom. Cut them 
in half-inch slices. Then mix a 
third of a cup of flour with 
three fourths of a teaspoon of 
salt and a little pepper. Dredge 
the tomato slices. 


Heat a fourth of a cup of 
shortening in a skillet until it 
sizzles. Put in the slices and 
cook them fast until they're 
browned on the under side. 
Turn them carefully and re- 
duce the heat and cook them 
until they’re good and hot 
clear through, but still moist 
and tender on the inside. You 
can eat them as they are, or 
you can doll them up with 
cheese or onion sauce. 


FOR EGGPLANT LOVERS 
here is a happy combination of 
eggplant and tomatoes. Peel 
a medium-sized eggplant and 
cut it in cubes. Season the 
cubes with salt and pepper and 
sprinkle them with flour.

“ON A RECENT radio pro- 
gram,” writes a reader, “an 


explanation of the origin of 
‘mad as a hatter’ was given. 


The expert on the show said 


that a certain chemical used 
in the making of hats poisoned 
hatters, with the result that 
they had a sort of perpetual 
case of the jitters. People no- 
ticing their incessant trembling 
thought they were insane and 
thus the expression ‘mad as a 
hatter’ was born. I've heard 
another explanation somewhere 
but I can’t recall what it is. 
Can you help out?” 


The explanation I have al- 
ways found more believable 
than the one quoted holds that 
“hatter” is really a variant 
form of the Anglo-Saxon word 
“atter,” meaning poison. “At- 
ter,” of course, is closely re- 
lated to “adder’—the venomous 
viper whose sting was thought 
to cause insanity. This ex- 
planation has much to recom- 
mend it. For one thing, it ex- 
plains why the phrase, in one
